Anecdote of Kev. Dr. Cartwright.

scandal to the county that such a man as 
Cart\\right should offer to icprescut the 
county; aud the first time he saw him he 
intended to whip him for bis impudence.— 
This surprised" me a little, and I looked 
aiound for some way to pass without com- 
ing in Contact with this company; but there 
was no path that I could see, and the bi ush 
was so thick that I eould not get through. 
So I summoned all my courage and rode 
up and spoke to the men. 
There were bit 


of them, aud, as I learned, hut one of them 
had e\er seen uie 
So I said: 


"Gentlemen, who is it among you that h 


going to whip Caitwright the first time he 
sees him f " 


The man who had threatened, spoke out 


and said : "I am the lark that's going to 
thrash him well." 


Said I: '•Cartwrig1it i<; known to be 


much of a mau, and it will take a man to 
'"hip him, mind you " 


"Oh, no 1" said the fellow ; "I can whip 


anyHethodist preacher the Lord ever made " 


"Well, sh," said I, "you cannot doit; 


and now I tell you my name is Curtwright, 
and I never like to live in dread; if you 
really intend to whip rue, come and do it 
now." 


lie looked a little confused, and said: 
"Oh ! you can't fool nit iu that way; you 


are not Cartwright"

"Well, said I", "that is my name, and I 


am a candidate for the Legislature, and 
uow is youi time; if you must whip me, 
do it now."

lie said, '-Xo, jio, you arc not Peter Cai t- 


wiight at all; you only want to fool me." 


By this time we had moved slowly on to 


the boat, and when we got on it, he broke 
out in a fresh volley of curses on Cartwright. 
T said to a gentleman on the boat, "Here, 
hold uiy horse;" and stepping up to this 
cui&ing disciple, 1 said, sternly, to him, 
"2\row, str, you have to whip me, as you 
threatened, or quit cursing me, or I will 
put you in the river, and baptize you in the 
name of the devil, for suiely you belong to 
him." 


This settled him, and strange to say, 


when the election came off, he went to the 
polls and voted for me, and remained ever 
afterwards uiy waim and constant friend.
